THE PROVINCIAL BUDGET 


With a surplus, aside from telephone 
account, for the last completed fiscal year 
amounting to $1,578,823, and with revenue 
for the coming year expected to run 
$1,096,603 more than that estimated for 
the current year, it is not surprising that 
the budget speech contains no hint that 
any new forms of provincial taxation are 
to be imposed. 

On the contrary, there will be some 
measure of disappointment that neither 
does the speech suggest that a reduction 
may be looked for, either in the number 
of taxes already in force or in the rates 
levied under these. The conditions are 
such as to make tax reduction highly 
desirable at present, and the finances of 
the provinces are in as good position as 
they are likely to be to stand reduction 
in moderate amount. 

Instead of taking the opportunity to 
lessen the tax burden, the expenditure is 
to be enlarged to absorb the growing 
revenue. There will not be unanimous 
approval of that alternative. But at 
least there will be general satisfaction 
that the income from already existing 
sources promises to be sufficient to meet 
the growing charges on the provincial 
debt and leave a substantially increased 
sum for the maintainance of roads and 
the carrying on of public services. 


BANKING ON THE FUTURE 


President Beatty announces that the 
directors of the C. P. R. have formally 
approved a program of capital expendi- 
ture for the present year which totals up 
to $50,000,000. 

This money will go to the construction 
of branch lines, the purchase of new 
equipment, and the general improvement 
of the system, That is to say, into the 
creation and betterment of transportation 
facilities, and hence to widening the op- 
portunities for wealth-production and 
trade. 

The past year has not been a good one 
for the railways. They have suffered first 
and severely from the short crop and the 
shrinkage in traffic. With train crews 
laid off and shop men on short time all 
over the country, it is clear enough that it 
has been a lean year for the transporta- 
tion interests, 

The management of the C. P. R. refuse 
to accept this as being anything more 
than a seasonal variation, due to condi- 
tions beyond control and peculiar to the 
year. They are accordingly proceeding 
with the systematic extension and im- 
provement of the system, with unaffected 
confidence in the future of the country 
and the wisdom of the investment. 

The spending of this $50,000,000 will 
itself go a long way to stabilize conditions 
and stimulate the growth of production 
and business upon which the directorate 
of this great railway system are counting 
with assurance. It is to be hoped that in- 
vestors generally will take the same “long 
view” of the circumstances and adopt the 
same effective means to ensure continued 
development. 


OUR TOURIST VISITORS 


Last year 4,508,808 automobiles came 
into Canada “for touring purposes,” all 
but a few rolling across the border from 
the United States. 

At an average of three passengers per 
car, more than 13,500,000 foreign tourists 
came into the Dominion by automobile 
during the year. Adding those who came 
by train and boat, probably 20,000,000 
people from other countries visited Canada 
last year on sight-seeing tours and holi- 
Jay trips. 

The importance of the tourist trad 
apparent from the figures. The addition 
of that number of people to the population 
of the country results in an increase in the 
home demand for food and other tempor- 
ary supplies proportioned to the average 
length of the visitor's stay. 


There is another advantage in this 
annual migration of holiday- 


seekers, which Canadians have as yet 
done little to turn to account. A consider- 
able number of commodities are sold in 
Canada cheaper than ip the United States. 
If means were taken to put prominently 
before these millions of visitors the op- 
portunity to secure such commodities 
' while here, they would no doubt take back 
with them considerable quantities of

OVERCOMING ACIDOSIS | 

When a patient is told he is suffering from acidosis he usually makes 
the mistake of thinking that his blood is literally acid, but this is a mistake, | 
for death occurs the minute that the fluids of the body become largely acid. | 
If one is to go on living, the blood stream must remain slightly alkaline. 
When we speak of an acidosis, we simply mean that the | 
alkalinity of the blood has been decreased. For some 
reason the equilibrium between the acid and alkalinity 
of the blood has temporarily been upset so that there 
is not the usual alkaline reaction in its full strength, 
but it has by no means been totally destroyed. 

Acidosis is not a disease, but if the alkalinity of 
the bleod is reduced, many diseases find it easier to 
gain a foothdld. Among these are the infectious fevers, 
rheumatism, diabetes mellitus, nephritis, arthritis, and 
the venereal diseases. 

A simple messure for acidosis is to give a dose of 
The amount required to give an alkaline reaction of the 
person is from five to ten grams. However, when a per- 
n acidosis he may hsve to be given several times this 
bicarbonate before there 1 any manifestation of alkalinity

FEBRUARY 12th, 

Abraham Lincoln, born February 12, 1809. “Of course when I came of 
age, I did not know much; still somehow I could read, write, and cipher to 
the rule of three, but that was all.” The words, are, of course, Lincoln's. 
It is an intriguing query whether he would have been the same world force 
had he been born in luxury! Early adversity, as fire 
tempers steel, can mould some characters. © Lincoln's 
apprenticesh'p in the great game of life was no bed 
of roses, although conditions were picturesque enough. 
In the wilds of Indiana young Lincoln labored with 
spade and axe clearing the land and establishing his 
father’s farm. Indiana in those days was a primitive 
wilderness, and home was represented by the rude 
log cabin; society by the few inhabitants of the 
sparsely settled backwoods. There is ¢ certain simi- 
larity in making a farm and making a nation, only 
most great men who have made farms have usually 
reversed the order, As a young man Lincoln did any 
kind of work that came along. It was a case of pro- 
curing bread to keep body and soul together, and up 
to the age of 23 he spent his time making log cabins. 
rails, fences, and building boats. The Black Hawk 
war came as a diversion, though he was never enam- 
ored of the war god. Various ventures followed. but perhaps the most inter- 
esting picture of this period is Lincoln borrowing law ks to study at night, 
and returning them in the morning. He was 27 when he was admitted to 
the Bar. The year 1854 saw the great slave agitation brought about by the 
repeal of the slavery prohibition of 1820. Lincoln, a rigid opponent of any 
form of slavery, threw himself into the right with avid political activity, He, 
himself, could hardly have realized what was to be the outcome for him 
The excitement over the question grew more and more intense. Backed by 
the Republican party Lincoln was nominated for president and elected, The 
death warrant of slavery was signed. Keen, far-sighted, he loved manliness, 
truth and justice. He despised all trickery and selfish greed; but above all 
things sincerity was the keystone of his nature.
